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OBITUARY 
Calvin Eason 


In New Haven, on the 18th inst., Calvin Eason, a soldier of the War 
of 1812, in the 83d Year of his age. 


The subject of this brief notice, with the enterprize characteristic 
of the sons of New England, emigrated in company with three other young 
men, wiz: Seth Severance, Paul Green, and his cousin, N. Eason, from Mass- 
achusetts in the year 1612, to that part of Mexico since called New Haven, 
then an almost wbroken wilderness. There he and his associates endured 
hardships and privations in subduing the obstacles of a new country, which 
have seldom been experienced in later years. His mind was well informed 
by reading, he was a close observer, and has uniformly sustained a good 
character for uprightness and integrity. In the last years of his life he 
seemed to be ripening for a better world, and been waiting with calmess 


and resignation for his great and last change. 


(Date of death July 18, 1865. He is buried at New Haven, N. Y.)
